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ECONOMIC CONDITIONS IN SEPTEMBER 


The six factors indicating the trend of economic conditions averaged higher 
in September than in the preceding month. Four of the factors considered in 
this connection showed minor advances over August. Dominion bond prices 
were steady, the yield of long-term issues remaining at about 3 p.c. Speculative 
trading on the stock exchanges showed decline for the second consecutive month. 
Common stock prices averaged slightly higher following the reaction in August, 
the general change being of moderate proportions. Wholesale prices recorded 
a minor advance in September, in continuance with the upward trend in evidence 
since September, 1939. A marked advance was recorded in wholesale prices 
from the outbreak of hostilities until November, 1941. Since that time, the 
advance has been checked. In recent months, however, the index of wholesale 
prices on the base of 1926 has been above parity with that period. In other 
words, the marked decline in wholesale prices from the inception of the depression 
until the first quarter of 1933 has now been counterbalanced. 


The advance in business operations which had been particularly marked 
from the outbreak of hostilities until the second quarter of this year, has shown 
decline in the latest month. The productivity of plants engaged in war work 
has shown steady improvement. The index of the physical volume of business 
has advanced considerably more than that of employment. 

Bank deposits which had reached a new maximum several months ago 
showed a slight gain at the beginning of September, counterbalancing only a 
part of the decline of the two previous months. While variability has been 
shown in different classes of deposits, the trend of the general total of the four 
principal accounts has been sharply upward since the outbreak of the war. 
The accounts of the chartered banks have recently been at a higher position 
than at any other time in history. The index of wholesale prices, business 
operations and bank deposits have in recent years been greatly above the long- 
term trend as determined from the period of 1919 to 1941. 


Agriculture 

Crops in Canada during the present year, with the exception of flax, will 
be less than that of 1942. The output of wheat during the present year, accord- 
ing to the first estimate of the Bureau, will: amount to 296-3 million bushels as 
compared with the output of 592-7 million during 1942, The harvest of 1943 
will be only about one-half of the bumper crop of last year. The yield per acre 
is set at 16-9 bushels and is slightly above the long-term average but is 10-5 
bushels per acre less for all classes of wheat than in 1942. 

The production of oats this year is estimated at nearly 500 million bushels, 
a decline of about 152 million from the harvest of 1942. The barley production 
is estimated at 222-7 million bushels which is 36-5 million less than one year ago. 

The closing of wheat trading on the Winnipeg market was ordered as a 
war measure on September 28. Coarse grain trading continued and a sharp 
advance was immediately shown in rye to a new seasonal maximum. The price 
of wheat to be paid to farmers was increased from 90 cents per bushel to $1.25. 
The closing of wheat trading was effected in order that the government would 
be in a better position to maintain the price ceiling on the commodity as well as on 
bread and to meet the heavy demand for wheat from the various United Nations. 
An order-in-council passed on October 12 gave the Wheat Board control over the 
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TRANSPORTATION AND COMMUNICATION BEFORE DEDUCTION 
OF INTERNATIONAL BALANCE ON DIVIDENDS AND INTEREST 
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purchase, sale and movement of wheat needed to implement the Government’s 
new wheat policy announced September 28. The Wheat Board will now buy 
all western wheat offered for sale by producers at the new initial advance of 
$1.25 a bushel, basis No. 1 Northern, and participation certificates will be issued 
to producers on these deliveries to ensure that farmers will benefit should the 
Board profit from sales. 


Forest 

Newsprint production was 251,827 tons in September against 259,612 tons 
in the previous month. After seasonal adjustment, the index moved up from 
100-8 to 102-8. The movement of planks and boards recorded advances while 
other factors used in this connection were uneven. Shipments to United States 
customers totalled 204,237 tons, a decrease of 21-7 p.c. from last year, while 
shipments to Canadian and overseas customers increased by 1-2 p.c. and 57-6 
p.c., respectively. Output exceeded shipments by 7,234 tons and mill stocks 
increased accordingly. It was stated that production in Canadian mills is 28 p.c. 
below 1941. The tendency in the United States would call for a curtailment 
in the use of pulpwood in 1944 by 25 p.c. or an increase in production by that 
amount. The present supply of raw material is 25 p.c. below the amount which 
would permit full operation of newsprint capacity production in the United 
States. The War Production Board ordered newspaper publishers to make an 
additional reduction of approximately 5 p.c. in their consumption of newsprint 
during the fourth quarter of this year. This is in addition to the 5 p.c. cut 
announced last July for the third quarter. The full effect of the shortages 
resulting from the current lack of pulpwood production will not be felt until 
next year. Canadian mills are now consuming wood produced in 1942, when 
man-power shortages were not so acute as they are this year. There is a time- 
lag of perhaps six months or more due to seasonal operation between the pro- 
duction of pulpwood and its consumption by the mills. 
Mining 

The factors indicating the trend of mining operations were uneven in 
September as compared with the preceding month. Gold receipts at the Mint 
were 286,771 fine ozs. against 255,878 in the preceding month. Production 
of cement in Canada in the last reported month was considerably higher than in 
the preceding month but was off sharply from the corresponding period of last 
year. During the first seven months of this year production totalled 4-7 million 
barrels, an increase of 781-3 thousand or 19-8 p.c. over the standing for the same 
period a year ago. August production figures of coal reveal a modest improve- 
ment. The output of 1-4 million tons exceed July over 60 thousand tons to set 
the best level since March. During August there was a marked expansion in 
imports, a total of 3-8 million tons compared with 3-1 million in July and 2-9 
million a year ago. After deducting exports, the quantity of coal made available 
for consumption was 5-1 million tons compared with 4-3 million last year. 


Manufacturing 


Preliminary figures show that the grand total war contracts and commit- 
ments for the period from July 14, 1939 to September 30, 1943 was $9,464 
million, a figure which would be increased by hundreds of millions of dollars by 
the inclusion of letters of intention and unvalued acceptance of tender. The 
total value of contracts awarded and commitments made by the Munitions and 
Supply Department on Canadian, United Kingdom, and other account exceeded 
the $10 billion mark at the end of September. Contracts placed on Canadian 
account totalled $4,572 million. This amount includes contracts executed for 
plants and plant extensions and general purchases. In addition, contracts 
amounting to $48-4 million were awarded by the Civil Aviation Division, 
Department of Transport, for airport construction and land purchase under the 
Combined Training Organization. The aggregate of orders placed on United 
Kingdom account, together with United Kingdom commitments for plants and

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The group embraces activities connected with the movement of goods and passengers and with communication by 
wire and radio. The electric light and power industry, also regarded as a public utility, is here treated as a component 
of the primary production group. 

The income originating in the group averaged $421 million per year during the period from 1919 to 1940, constituting 
less than 10 p.c. of the grand total for the seven groups in the national economy. 

The trend of income originating was downward during the period from 1919 to 1940, mainly due to the marked reduction 
in the movement of freight and passengers by common carriers during the last half of the period. Income originating 
reached a peak in 1928 and then receded to a low point in 1933. The subsequent recovery has been practically continuous 
from year to year. The amplitude of the fluctuation in the income originating during the 22-year period was somewhat 
greater than that of the National Income as a whole. 


(b) Salaries and Wages.—The remuneration of employees was cemented for each of the nine industries. The total for 
steam railways was compiled from the annual reports of the Bureau deducting payments of the express, telegraph and hotel 
departments. Contributions to pension funds in recent years were also deducted. The salaries and wages as reported in 
Bureau annual reports on electric railways were taken directly. The totals for water and road transport and storage were 
computed by the use of decennial census statistics. Number and rates for water transport were established for 1921 and 
1931 ond_ in lation effected by means of index numbers of employment in “‘shipping and stevedoring”’ and rates of 
wages paid in the “steamships” groups as reported by the Department of Labour. Subsistence allowances are included 
with the salaries and wages paid by the industry. The numbers and rates for the road transport group were established 
for 1931 from census reports. Extrapolation was made Ze special index of the numbers employed by 50 companies oper- 
ating trucks and taxis, and an index of rates based on data published by the Labour Department. Salaries and wages 
paid by civil aviation and storage were computed by means of decennial census data and interpolation. Express, telegraph 
and telephone salary-wage statistics are available through the annual census of the Bureau. 


(e) Withdrawals of Working Proprietors.—The rate of withdrawals by working proprietors was estimated for the road 
transport industry in 1931 by taking an average of the results obtained by the median age, conventional and managers’ 
remuneration methods. The age of working proprietors averages somewhat greater than that of employees in the same 
industry, and the employee rate is in most circumstances greater in the higher age brackets. The conventional method 
consists in placing the remuneration rate of ‘‘own accounts’’ at the same as the average wage rate and that of employers 
at 50 percent more. Four methods were used in establishing the rate of 1931 for working proprietors of the road transport 
industry. American experience was used as an additional factor. Having estimated the withdrawal rate for 1931, the 
other years were obtained by extrapolation. The numbers were taken from the industrial section of the decennial census 
for 1921 and 1931, and extended by means of index numbers. Withdrawals were also computed in a similar manner for 
civil aviation and storage. 


(d), (f). (g) Investment Income.—Pensions, net dividends and interest constitute the investment income of the group. 
The three classes of investment return were computed for telephones, steam and electric railways, while net dividends and 
interest were shown for water transport and storage. Pensions are reported in annual census bulletins on railways, while the 
payments of principal companies and the systems of provincial governments of the Prairie Provinces were added in con- 
nection with the operating accounts of the telephone industry. 


(i) The positive or mate savings are compiled from ar examination of company accounts and the annual reports of 
the Bureau. Extensive adjustments were made in computing the undistributed profits of the steam railways, the method 
adopted in estimating the depreciation which should have been allowed by the two major railway systems having been 
to apply a straight-line depreciation of 3 p.c. (with 10 p.c. allowance for salvage value) to the investment value of equipment 
from 1919 to 1939 inclusive. 


Undistributed profits of electric railways were obtained by deducting dividends paid and depreciation based on a 
straight-line formula of 2 per cent on the value of road and equipment, from the net income as given in the Bureau report 
on electric railways. Savings were also computed for the civil aviation, express telegraph and telephone companies. 
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plant extensions and orders for the output of some of these plants, amounted to 
$3,888 million. Contracts awarded on other account totalled $955 million. 
These statistics indicate the magnitude of Canada’s war effort. 

The dairy industry was maintained in September after seasonal adjust- 
ment. An index of the trend of production in factory cheese and creamery 
butter rose from 126-4 to 128-6. Statistics on consumption of cotton by 
Canadian mills during September indicated some acceleration as compared 
with the level of August. As a result the index moved up from 138-1 to 145-9. 
For the nine months ended September, bales opened in Canadian mills totalled 
338,760, a decline of 11-5 p.c. from the 382,797 bales opened in the same period 
of 1942. Seasonal advance was shown in the food group, owing to activity in 
the canning trades and, to a less extent, in meat-packing. The clothing group 
showed minor changes. Increases were recorded, in women’s clothing and in 
knitted goods and rayons. A decline in men’s clothing and in cottons was 
shown. The iron and steel trades were more active but did not yet reach the 
high level of early summer. 

During the first eight months, 542 new motor vehicles were financed com- 
pared with 6,913 in the corresponding period of 1942. Used vehicles financed in 
the January to August period numbered 27,355 units, against 43,909 units in the 
similar. period of last year. 

Railway. 

The movement of railway traffic was greater in September than in the 
previous month or in the same month last year. The number of cars loaded was 
303,410 compared with 302,048 in August and 289,877 in the same month of 
1942. Loadings were greater than in any month since last October when the 
total was 8,981,000 tons. This exceeded August’s figure by 260 thousand tons 
while September of 1942 was exceeded by fully 1-3 million tons or 16-6 p.c. 
During the first nine months railways carried 73-9 million tons of revenue 
freight as compared with 67-3 million in the same period of 1942. The gain 
over the 1941 figure was no less than 17 p.c. September returns continue to 
show the trend toward heavier loadings per freight car, the month’s average 
figure of 29-6 tons comparing with 28-8 tons in the previous month and 26-5 
tons a year ago. In the two-year period an increase of 13 p.c. in the average 
load per freight car has been recorded. 

Gross earnings of the Canadian Pacific Company for the week ended October 
14 were $5-8 million as compared with $5-2 million in the same week a year ago. 
This is an increase of $532,000 or 12-1 p.c. Gross earnings to date since the 
beginning of the year were $228 million, an increase of $30-7 million or 15-6 p.c. 
over the aggregate in the corresponding period of last year when the total was 
$197-3 million. 

Trade. 

Dollar volume of retail purchases averaged 3 p.c. lower in August than in 
the same month last year but was down 4 p.c. from the July level. The general 
index of sales, unadjusted for number of business days or for normal seasonal 
movements and on the base 1935-1939 equals 100 stood at 142-5 for August 
against 147-5 for the same month last year. Sales during the eight months 
<a August 31 averaged 3-9 p.c. higher than in the corresponding period of 

942. 

For the seventh month in a row the official cost-of-living index moved 
higher during August and unless there is a decline in the figure reported next 
month for October 1 hundreds of thousands of Canadian workers will be entitled 
to higher cost-of-living bonuses after November 15. On September 1 the cost- 
of-living index was 119-4 compared with 119-2 in August. For the seven 
months of upward trend in the index, the gain has been 2-5 points, with monthly 
advances ranging from 0-3 to 0-5 points.

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SITUATION ECONOMIQUE EN SEPTEMBRE 


Les six facteurs tracant l’orientation de la situation économique atteignent en septembre une 
moyenne plus élevée que le mois précédent. Quatre de ces six facteurs laissent voir de légéress 
avances comparativement 4 aofit. Les obligations du Dominion sont stables et le“rendement 
des émissions 4 longue échéance se maintient 4 environ 3 p.c. Les transactions spéculatives 
diminuent pour le deuxiéme mois consécutif. Les actions ordinaires atteignent une moyenne 
légérement plus forte 4 la suite d’une réaction en aofit, mais le changement général revét des pro- 
portions modérées. Les prix de gros montent un peu en septembre et continuent leur orientation 
& la hausse depuis septembre 1939. Les prix de gros ont monté d’une fagon marquée depuis le 
début des hostilités jusqu’au mois de novembre 1941. Depuis lors, la hausse a été enrayée. Ces 
mois derniers, toutefois, l’indice des prix de gros excéde le niveau de la période de base en 1926. 
En d’autres termes, le déclin marqué des prix de gros depuis le début de la crise jusqu’au premier 
trimestre de 1933 a maintenant été contre-balancé. 

L’accélération des opérations commerciales, qui a été particuliérement prononcée depuis le 
déclenchement des hostilités jusqu’au deuxiéme trimestre de cette année, s’est continuée au cours 
du mois dernier. La productivité des usines de guerre s’est continuellement améliorée. L’indice 
du volume physique des affaires a avancé beaucoup plus que celui de l’emploiement. 

Les dépéts bancaires, qui avaient atteint un nouveau maximum il y a plusieurs mois, aug- 
mentent légérement au début de septembre, mais cette augmentation ne contre-balance qu’une 
partie de la diminution des mois précédents. Bien que les différentes catégories de dépéts se 
fussent comportées différemment, le total s’est orienté brusquement 4 la hausse depuis le début 
de la guerre. Les comptes des banques 4 charte ont récemment atteint un niveau plus élevé qu’en 
tout temps dans l’histoire. L’indice des prix de gros, des opérations commerciales et des dépdts 
bancaires, au cours de ces derniéres années, a grandement dépassé la tendance a long terme de la 
période de 1919 a 1941. 


Agriculture 

Les récoltes de cette année au Canada, sauf celle de la graine de lin, seront moins abondantes 
que celles de 1942. La production de blé de cette année, d’aprés la premiére estimation du Bureau, 
s’établira & 296,300,000 boisseaux contre 592,700,000 en 1942. La récolte de 1943 ne sera que 
d’environ la moitié de la grande récolte de l’an dernier. Le rendement 4 l’acre est placé & 16-9 
boisseaux et excéde légérement la moyenne & long terme, mais il est de 10-5 boisseaux de moins 
4 l’acre qu’en 1942 pour toutes les catégories de blé. 

La récolte d’avoine cette année est estimée 4 prés de 500,000,000 de boisseaux, diminution 
d’environ 152,000,000 de boisseaux en regard de 1942. La production d’orge est estimée 4 222,700,- 
000 boisseaux, soit 36,500,000 de moins que |’an dernier. 

La fermeture du marché du blé 4 la Bourse de Winnipeg a été ordonnée comme mesure de 
guerre le 28 septembre. Le commerce des grains secondaires se continue, et le seigle a immédia- 
tement accusé une hausse brusque et atteint un nouveau maximum saisonnier. Le prix du blé 
accordé aux fermiers a été augmenté de 90 cents le boisseau 4 $1.25. Le marché du blé a été fermé 
afin que le gouvernement fit dans une meilleure posture pour maintenir le plafond des prix de 
cette denrée et du pain, et afin de faire face 4 la grande demande de blé de Ja part des diverses 
nations unies. Un ordre en conseil du 12 octobre a donné 4 la Commission du Blé le contréle 
des achats, des ventes et des expéditions de blé, pour assurer la mise 4 exécution de la nouvelle 
politique du gouvernement au sujet du blé, annoncée le 28 septembre. La Commission du Blé 
achétera maintenant tout le blé de l’Ouest offert en vente par les producteurs au nouveau prix 
initial de $1.25 le boisseau, pour le n° 1 Nord, et des certificats de participation seront émis aux 
producteurs pour ces livraisons afin d’assurer que les fermiers en bénéficieront si la Commission 
retire un profit de ces ventes. 
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Industrie forestiére 

La production de papier A journal s’établit 4 251,827 tonnes en septembre comparativement 
& 259,612 tonnes le mois précédent. Aprés ajustement saisonnier, l’indice passe de 100-8 A 
102-8. Les expéditions de madriers et planches augmentent, tandis que les autres facteurs de 
ce groupe sont diversifiés. Les expéditions aux consommateurs des Etats-Unis se placent a 
204,237 tonnes, diminution de 21-7 p.c. par rapport a l’an dernier, tandis que les expéditions aux 
consommateurs du Canada et d’outre-mer augmentent respectivement de 1-2 p.c. et de 57-6 p.c. 
La production excéde les expéditions de 7,234 tonnes et les stocks des moulins augmentent en 
conséquence. On a déclaré que la production canadienne est de 28 p.c. inférieure 4 cellede 1941. 
Aux Etats Unis, on demande que la consommation du bois de pulpe soit diminuée de 25 p.c. en 
1944 ou que la production soit augmentée d’une quantité égale. Les approvisionnements actuels 
de matiéres premiéres sont de 25 p.c. inférieurs 4 la quantité qu’il faudrait pour perme tre la 
production 4 plein rendement aux Etats-Unis. La Commission de la production de guerre a 
ordonné aux éditeurs de diminuer encore d’environ 5 p.c. leur consommation de papier 4 journal 
durant le quatriéme trimestre de |’année; cette diminution s’ajoute a celle de 5 p.c. annoncée en 
juillet dernier pour le troisiéme trimestre. La pénurie de papier 4 journal, résultat de la diminu- 
tion de la production de bois de pulpe, ne fera pas sentir tous ses effets avant l’an prochain. Les 
moulins canadiens consomment maintenant le bois produit en 1942, alors que le manque de 
main-d’ceuvre n’était pas aussi prononcé que cette année. II s’écoule six mois et parfois da- 
vantage, en raison des opérations saisonniéres, entre la production du bois de pulpe et la con- 
sommation par les moulins. 


Industrie miniére 

Les facteurs tragant |’orientation des opérations miniéres sont diversifiés en septembre com- 
parativement au mois précédent. Les arrivages d’or & la Monnaie s’élévent 4 286,771 onces 
fines contre 255,878 le mois précédent. La production de ciment au Canada au cours du dernier 
mois ow les statistiques sont connues est beaucoup plus considérable que celle du mois précédent, 
mais elle diminue brusquement en regard de celle du méme mois de!’an dernier. La production 
de ciment au cours des sept premiers mois de cette année atteint un total de 4,700,000 barils, 
augmentation de 781,300 barils ou de 19-8 p.c. comparativement 4 la méme période de |’an 
dernier. La production de charbon en aodit augmente modérément; elle s’éléve 4 1,400,000 
tonnes, augmentation de 60,000 tonnes par rapport a celle de juillet, et atteint son meilleur niveau 
depuis mars. , Les importations en aotit augmentent d’une fagon marquée, soit & 3,800,000 tonnes 
contre 3,100,000 en juillet et 2,900,000 en aodt l’an dernier. Déduction faite des exportations, la 
quantité de charbon disponible pour consommation est de 5,100,000 tonnes comparativement 4 
4,300,000 l’an dernier. 


Industrie manufacturiére 

Les chiffres préliminaires des contrats et engagements de guerre indiquent que le grand total 
est de $9,464,000,000 du 14 juillet 1939 au 30 septembre 1943; ce chiffre serait augmenté de 
centaines de millions de dollars si l’on y ajoutait les contrats projetés et les soumissions acceptées 
non évaluées. Les contrats adjugés et les engagements contractés par le Ministée des Munitions 
et Approvisionnements pour le compte du Canada, du Royaume-Uni et d’autres pays excédent 
une valeur de $10,000,000,000 4 la fin de septembre. Les contrats placés pour le compte du 
Canada se chiffrent 4 $4,572,000,000; ce montant comprend les contrats exécutés pour la cons- 
struction et l’agrandissement d’usines et pour des achats généraux. En outre, des contrats de 
$48,400,000 ont été adjugés par la Division de |’ Aviation Civile, Ministére des Transports, pour la 
construction d’aéroports et l’achat de terrains en vertu du programme commun d’entratnement. 
Les commandes placées pour le compte du Royaume-Uni, ainsi que les engagements du Royaume- 
Uni pour la construction et l’agrandissement d’usines et les commandes pour la production de 
quelques-unes de ces usines s’élévent 4 $3,888,000,000. Les contrats adjugés pour le compte 
d’autres pays s’établissent 4 $955,000,000. Ces chiffres démontrent l’ampleur de |’effort de 
guerre du Canada. 

En septembre, l'industrie laitiére se maintient au méme point aprés ajustement saisonnier. 
L’indice de la production de fromage de fabrique et de beurre de crémerie avance de 126-4 4 
128-6. Les statistiques de la consommation de coton par les filatures canadiennes en septembre 
accusent une augmentation comparativement 4 aoit. Il en résulte que l’indice passe de 138-1 a 
145-9. Les filatures canadiennes ouvrent 338,760 balles de coton au cours des neuf mois terminés 
en septembre, diminution de 11-5 p.c. comparativement aux 382,797 balles ouvertes pendant la 
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méme période de 1942. Il y a une amélioration saisonniére dans le groupe alimentaire en raison 
de l’activité de la conserverie et, 4 un moindre degré, dans la salaison. Le groupe du vétement 
offre de légers changements. II y a des augmentations dans les groupes du vétement pour femmes, 
des tricots et de la rayonne. Il y aun déclin dans les groupes du vétement pour hommes et des 
cotonnades. Les groupes du fer et de l’acier sont plus actifs, mais ils n’atteignent pas le niveau 
élevé du début de 1’été. 

Au cours des huit premiers mois de 1942, il se finance 542 véhicules automobiles neufs et 
27,355 véhicules automobiles usagés, 4 rapprocher de 6,913 et 43,909 respectivement la période 
correspondante de 1942. 

Construction 

Les contrats de construction adjugés en septembre s’élévent 4 $18,600,000, diminution de 
$11,100,000 ou de 37-5 p.c. en regard du méme mois de l’an dernier. Pendant les neuf mois ter- 
minés en septembre les contrats de construction ont une valeur de $160,700,000, diminution de 
$67,700,000 ou de 29-7 p.c. comparativement aux contrats de $228,500,000 la méme période de 
1942. De nouvelles restrictions sur l’érection d’habitations diminueront encore le volume de la 
construction de ce genre. En raison de la pénurie de matériaux et de main-d’ceuvre, on ne peut 
pas s’attendre 4 une augmentation importante avant la fin des hostilités. 

Chemins de fer 

Le trafic ferroviaire est plus considérable en septembre que le mois précédent ou le méme 
mois de l’an dernier. Les chargements s’élévent 4 303,410 wagons, 4 rapprocher de 302,048 en 
aoit et 289,877 le méme mois de 1942. Les chargements sont plus considérables qu’en tout autre 
mois depuis octobre dernier, alors que le total était de 8,981,000 tonnes. Ce chiffre excéde de 
260,000’ tonnes celui d’aodt et de 1,300,000 tonnes ou de 16-6 p.c. celui de septembre 1942. Au 
cours des neuf premiers mois les chemins de fer transportent 73,900,000 tonnes de marchandises 
payantes contre 67,300,000 la méme période de 1942; par rapport 4 1941, l’augmentation est de 17 
p.c. Les rapports de septembre continuent d’indiquer une tendance & charger davantage les 
wagons de marchandises; la moyenne du mois est de 29-6 tonnes contre 28-8 tonnes le mois 
précédent et 26-5 tonnes l’an dernier. Pendant la période de deux ans la charge moyenne des 
wagons de marchandises a augmenté de 13 p.c. 

Les recettes brutes du Pacifique Canadien se chiffrent 4 $5,800,000 la semaine terminée le 
14 octobre, 4 rapprocher de $5,200,000 la méme semaine de I’an dernier, augmentation de $532,000 
ou de 12-1 p.c. Depuis le commencement de l’année les recettes brutes atteignent $228,000,000, 
augmentation de $30,700,000 ou de 15-6 p.c. sur la période correspondante de l’an dernier, alors 
que le total était de $197,300,000. 

Commerce 

En aodt la valeur des ventes de détail accuse une diminution de 3 p.c. comparativement au 
méme mois de l’an dernier et de 4 p.c. en regard de juillet. L’indice général des ventes, non 
ajusté pour le nombre de jours ouvrables et les mouvements saisonniers normaux (sur la base 100 
en 1935-1939), s’établit 4 142-5 en aoiit cette année contre 147-5 le méme mois de |’an dernier. 
Les ventes des huit premiers mois terminés le 31 aot sont en moyenne de 3-9 p.c. plus considéra- 
bles que celles de la période correspondante de 1942. 

Le commerce de gros continue d’étre actif, mais il est sujet aux restrictions imposées par le 
rationnement et 4 l’absence de certains produits en raison de la pénurie de main-d’ceuvre. Les 
épiceries ont été trés actives, et l’on s’attend 4 une augmentation des ventes de thé et de café au 
gros par suite de l’augmentation des rations. 

L’indice officiel du cofit de la vie avance encore en aotit pour le septiéme mois consécutif et, 
& moins qu’il laisse voir un déclin pour le ler octobre, des centaines de milliers d’ouvriers 
canadiens auront droit & un boni de vie chére plus élevé aprés le 15 novembre. Le ler septembre 
l'indice du coit de la vie se placait 4 119-4 contre 119-2 le ler aofit. L’indice a fait un gain de 2-5 
points depuis les sept derniers mois et les avances mensuelles variaient de 0-3 de point 40-5
